Government Narrowly Escape Defeat in 
the House. 

London, Tune 17. — In the House of 
Commons today the government narrow- 
ly escaped defeat in the course of the 
discussion of the license bill. Henry 
Broadhurst (Advanced Liberal) pro- 
posed a new clause to the bill, which 
was drafted with the view of compelling 
publicans to supply the reasonable de- 
mands of travelers for refreshments, 
other than intoxicating liquors. The 
government opposed the clause, but sev- 
eral members supported it, with the re- 
sult that it was reported down by a 
vote of 174 to 154. 



DISORDERLY DEPUTIES. 

French Members Call Each Other Hard 
:Numes. 

Paris, June 17.— Disorderly scenes oc- 
curred in the Chamber of Deputies to- 
day during the discussion of the verifica- 
tion of tiie election of M. Syventon, Na- 
tionalist, who defeated M. Mesureur, 
Radical Socialist. M. Bertucux (Radi- 
cal Socialist), opposed the validation, 
accusing the Nationalists of engaging in 
a violent campaigu of insult and CUUlJtltty 
against the Republicans, The speech led 
to interruptions, followed by uproarious 
altercations between the Nationalist and 
Radical Socialists. Count Do Dion 
threatened M. iBerteaux with his fist, 
rnd M. Coutunt (Revolutionary Socialist) 
insulted Count De Dion, calling him an 
imbecile, and when M. Syventon rose to 
reply his voice was drowned by the noises 
caused by the banging of desk lids. 

M. Syventon replied, amid frequent In- 
terruptions from M. Raymond Leygue 
(Radical Socialist), who at one point 
called him a liar.

N A NAIMO AV AT ERWO RKS. 

Boulder Creek Will Be Used for Addi- 
tional Supply. 

Nanaimo, June 17.— (Special)— The 
waterworks committee of the city coun- 
cil have decided to at once prepare < a 
dam at Boulder creel; in order to give 
an extra supply of water to the city. 
The work of cutting roads to take in 
supplies and for digging for -water mains 
will be done by day labor under the 
charge of Supt. Million. This work is 
expected to commence tomorrow morn 
ing. The dam will be not more than 10 
feet high, -which it is estimated will af- 
ford an ample supply of water for the 
city's use. Two miles of cutting will' be 
required to reach the new creek. 

The Nanaimo Yacht club are contem- 
plating purchasing the building former- 
ly occupied by the Bank of Commerce, 
which contains not only oflice rooms, 
bnt also a manager's residence. The in- 
tention is to fit this building up for the 
convenience of the club, if it is decided 
to purchase. The matter will come mi 
for decision at a meeting of the club 
next week. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Toronto, Out., June 17.— This was an 
important day in the General Assembly. 
Attention lor a quarter of an hour was 
given to a report from committee on re- 
tiring allowances to professors. Follow- 
ing this the assembly dca'.t with the 
•matter of the general secretary and mis- 
sionary superinteulleney which the Pres- 
byterian church considered necessary 
owing to the death of the late Dr. Rob- 
ertson. 

Dr. Gordon was convener of the as- 
sembly's special committee appointed 
last week to examine the situation and 
make nominations to the assembly. For 
general secretary the name proposed was 
Rev. E. D. McLaren, D. D., of Van- 
couver, at a salary of $2,400, with 
traveling expenses. For missionary sup- 
erintendent to the district covered by 
the synod of Manitoba and the North- 
west Territories the name proposed was 
Rev. J. A. Carmichael, of Reglna, and 
for the district covered by the synod of 
British Columbia the name proposed by 
the committee was Rev. J. U. Herman, 
of Calgary. The salaries of superinten- 
dents were suggested at $2,000 a year 
with traveling expenses. These nomina- 
tions were cordial and unanimously ap- 
proved by the Assembly, and these three 
gentlemen were called to work then and 
there. 

The newly appointed officials were 
(•ailed to the platform and addressed in 
congratulatory terms by the Moderator, 
and were asked to say a word on their 
new circumstances. 

Dr. McLaren on accepting the position 
thanked the assembly for the honor con- 
ferred, and the confidence expressed, and 
remarked in closing that the most im- 
portant influence for Che past in his 
judgment in the AVestorn part of the 
Dominion was the Presbyterian church 
and his aim and hope would be to make 
the church iuiluentially important and 
formative in coming times. Dr. Mc- 
Laren's headquarters will likely bo in 
Toronto, Mr. Carmichaei's in Winnipeg, 
and Mr. Herman's in Calgary. 

In assembly this afternoon the ques- 
tion of a place of meeting next year 
came up. Dr. Warden gave the result 
of the negotiations with the C. P. R. 
From Toronto, -Hamilton and all points 
in AVestern Ontario, as far as Detroit 
river, for instance, the rate offered was 
£67.75. Rev. Dr. Caven took the 
ground that these rates wore prohibitive 
and they would not bo justified in ac- 
cepting the invitation to Vnncouver. No 
other invitation was before the assem- 
bly, which thus found itself in a rather 
peculiar position. Dr. Caven suggested 
leaving the matter in the hands of a 
small committee. Further discussion 
followed. John Charlton, M. P., sug- 
gested dealing with, for instance, the 
Great Northern railway. Finally Dr. 
AVanlcn's motion of a committee t'o con- 
sider the matter further, to report Wed- 
nesday, was carried. 



New A\ r estmhister, Juno 17. — The 
Westminster lacrosse team left for 
Montreal today to play the Shamrocks 
for the Minto cup. Hundreds of citi- 
zens were at the depot and gave tho 
champions a royal send-off. The party, 
which includes the twelve, two spare 
men, tho manager, Miss Peelo and 
.Mesdames Cheyne and Gray, have one 
of the finest Pullmans on the C. P. R. 
They will reach Montreal on Sunday 
night, giving five clear days before the 
first brush for the cup. Toronto will be 
visited and possibly an exhibition match 
te played with the Teeunischs. Cer- 
taiuly one will be played at Winnipeg. 
Mayor Keary, who goes as manuger, 
will, whilo in Montreal, arrange for the 
consolidation of the ' city's debenture 
debt, and calculates to make a saving 
of over half a million dollars. Aid. 
Slides has been chosen as acting mayor. 

Local delegates from the Fishermen's 
union report having declined tho can- 
ners' offer of a sliding scalo price for 
sockeye salmon. Only 10 cents per fish 
was offered for the pack exceeding 
000,000 cases. The fishermen are sure 
they can do better without an agree- 
ment, and by declining the offer and not 
making any counter proposal, they hope 
to avoid a strike. They anticipate a 
poor season and prefer having individ- 
ually a free hand. 

Later particulars show the Langley 
shooting case may prove serious. An 
old bachelor named Martin Monahan, 
discharged the contents of a shotgun 
at Arthur Goldsmith as the latter was 
driving past his farm. Goldsmith, aged 
20, active and gritty, sprung on his as- 
sailant and, despite his wounds, held 
him till help arrived. Monnhan was ar- 
rested and remanded eight days. He 
was up last year for threatening a 

hool mistress. Goldsmith is in tiie 
hospital, his hand and bead peppered 
with buckshot, one pellet having per- 
forated his tongue.

To Murder 

The King 

Extraordinary Story in London 
of Plot Against His Maj- 
esty's Life, 



But It Lacks Official Confirma- 
tion and Apparently Is 
a Canard. 



Scotland Yard Officials Said to 
Be Reticent Regarding 
the Rumor. 



London, June 17.— A sensational story 
is current in London tonight of the dis- 
covery of a plot to assassinate King Ed- 
ward. It has created considerable dis- 
cussion in newspapers, nnd other circles, 
but is lacking in anything like official 
confirmation. 

According to tho current report, King 
'Edward's sudden illness at Aldershot 
was not due to a cold, but was inerely 
an excuse for withdrawing His Majesty 
from public functions owing to the dis- 
covery by Scotland Yard of a plot 
against his life. The principals in this 
plot have not yet been arrested. It is 
cited in confirmation of this story that 
King Edward's recovery, when' he was 
ensconced at AVindsor Castle, was as 
complete and speedy as his attacks had 
been sudden. 

On the other hand it must be pointed 
out that if His Majesty's illness was 
merely diplomatic, the officials certainly 
took a great deal of trouble in' keeping 
up the fiction. Sir Francis Laking, phy- 
sician in ordinary to tho King, was sum- 
moned by telegram to Aldershot. His 
prescriptions were hurriedly filled, and 
everything about the King's apartments 
indicated the genuine nature of his ill- 
ness. Furthermore, King Edward's 
journey from Aldershot to Windsor in 
his motor car and his subsequent drive 
today in AVindsor Park do not seem to 
indicate any fear of a violent attack 
upon Ins person. 

At Scotland Yard tonight the utmost 
•reticence was maintained concerning 
these rumors. It was noticeable, how- 
over, that the chief inspectors who usual- 
ly return home at night were all on 
duty there, mid while they refused to 
see newspaper reporters until tomorrow 
morning, they declined either to deny or 
confirm the rumor. 



CONTINGENT 



IN ENGLAND 



Canadians Welcomed at Liver- 
pool and Admired By 
People of London. 



Toronto, June 17.— The Evening Tele- 
gram's London cable says: It was in- 
tended that immediately upon their ar- 
rival tho Canadian coronation contin- 
gent should proceed at once by special 
train to London. Rain fell heavily and 
the contingent remained in tho steam- 
er Parisian over night. The Lord 
Mayor of Liverpool boarded the steam- 
er and cordially welcomed the Earl of 
Minto. He then addressed the Can- 
adian troops from the bridge. Regret 
was expressed that the original pro- 
gramme for the reception of the Can- 
adians had to bo abandoned on account 
of rain. The Lord Mayor said he was 
gratified to have the contingent in Liv- 
erpool. Britain was deeply grateful to 
the Dominion of Canada for services 
rendered in South Africa. Tho colonies, 
he declared, had -stood by the Mother 
Country and every one rejoiced at the 
return of peace. The war had cement- 
ed the colonies to Britain more closely 
than before. 

Lt.JGSol. Pelatt returned thanks and 
the troops cheered lustily. 

The contingent arrived at Alexandra 
Palace this afternoon at 3:30 o'clock. 
The men are quartered in nine large 
marquees, with board floorings, six men 
in each. Tho incessant rain of the past 
few weeks has made the ground soggy 
and unpleasant. The men are in splen- 

lid health and presented a soldierly ap- 
pearance. They were greatly admired 
by the throng of people awaiting their 

irrival at the palace. 

The suggestion is made that every 
town in Canada plant an oak tree on 
the day of the coronation, to be called 
King Edward's Oak. 



TRYING TO SETTLE. 

Street Car Strike Averted Temporarily 
at Least. 

Toronto, June 17.— (Special)— The 
street cars were running today as usual. 
The meeting of street car men did not 
close until 4 o'clock. President Ames, 
of the Board of Trade, stayed until the 
last and used his utmost influence to 
avert a strike. This was finally done 
for 24 hours at least. In the meantime 
the company has_agrced to take off, dur- 
ing negotiations, all spare men they 
have put on tho cars during the last 
week. 



PLUMBERS STRIKE. 

Practically All Shops of the Trade in 
Toronto Closed. 

Toronto, June 17.— (Special)— About 
V50 plumbers, gas and steam litters, em- 
ployed by city firms, went out on strike 
this morning, and practically all the 
shops in Toronto arc tied up. The men 
n,e asking higher wages, but the em- 
ployers claim the men are bound hy a 
three-year agreement which went into 
force in January, 1001. About three 
months ago the Plumbers' union sent 
word to the master plumbers, demand- 
ing that a new wage scale be arranged, 
with a lint rate of 37^ cents per hour, 
an advance of 5 to 10 cents. The em- 
ployers were prepared to stand by the 
iicreement, and they tool; no action. 
Three months' notice was given by the 
men, nnd the union last night unani- 
mously resolved to strike. 



ICE HOUSE FIRE. 

Coo! Drinks Are Melted in a Montreal 
Blaze. 

Montreal. Que., June 17.— Fire, which 
started at 3:45 o'clock this afternoon in 
an ice house of the City Ice company, 
on the canal bank, wrecked the house, 
burned nearly a million feet of lumber 
belonging to (!. A. Grier, and badly 
damaged the pattern and storage ware- 
house of the Singer Sewing Machine 
Manufacturing company. The losses 
are- City Ice Co., $20,000, insurance 
$2,500: Sinner Co., $25,000, fully insur- 
ed; Grier, $15,000. fully insured.

COAL STRIKE. 

General Situation in Pennsylvania Un- 
changed. 

Wilkcsbarre, Pa., Juno 17.— tBecausc 
tho general manager would not discharge 
live girls whoso relatives are still at 
work in the mines, the AA'ilkosbarre Lace 
Manufacturing company, the largest in 
the United States, was compelled to 
shut down today. Between 800 and 1,- 
000 persons are affected. 

The general strike situation remains 
unchanged. The miners report that 
more men came out today, nnd the coal 
companies officials on the contrary claim- 
ed they are increasing their forces around 
the collieries. Some of these men are 
used in the lire rooms, and at tho pumps, 
and others were engaged to guard duty. 
There is a persistent rumor that non- 
union men will be brought into the coal 
fields to mine coal. This cannot he done, 
because practically all the anthracite 
miners in the country are locateiLin this 
region, and all tire on strike. iNew men 
cannot take their places, because under 
'the laws of Pennsylvania no man can 
be employed as a miner without first hav- 
ing obtained a certificate showing that 
he had two years experience at anthra- 
cite mining. The only way the -com- 
panies can start their collieries is by a 
break in the ranks of tho strikers. At 
present there is no indication of a break. 
There was a mysterious air about strike 
headquarters all day. President Mit- 
chell was unusually reticent, ho haying 
not a word to say regarding either the 
anthracite or the AVcst Virginia strike. 

ELECTION (DIFFICULTY. 

Toronto. June 17.— It is reported that 
the election of AV. R. Smyth for Algoma 
to the Ontario legislature is voided by 
the fact that at the time of the elec- 
tion he was postmaster of Rydal Ban!;, 
in Algoma, which office ho had not re- 
signed. 

The Conservatives point out. however, 
that the disqualifying clause in tho Eloc-

Advice (liven to Negroes in the United 
States. 

Chicago, June 17.— "The time has 
• 'oine when the black must depend on 
himself for protection. I don't stand 
for mobs, but every negro should be 
prepared to protect his home, his wife 
and children, even to the death." 

This advice was given at a meeting 
of negroes last night by Bishop Alex 
under Walters, of the colored church of 
Ohio, after he had warned his hearer 
that all signs pointed to a time of grefl 
trouble for them. Bishop Walters is 
president of the Africo-Aineriean conn 
eil. The meeting wns held in the Olivet 
Baptist church, and wan called for the 
purpose of taking action on the persecu- 
tion of negro residents of Eldorado and 
lliu-risbiu-g, Illinoiti, and the lynching of 
il.oitis Wright in Missouri last winter. 

A resolution was adopted and tele 
phoned Governor Yates, calling him to 
take Immediate stops to protect the lives 
and property of the colored people ol 
Eldorado and Harrieburg; Illinois. 

■Governor Yates, who is in Chicago 
said last night: "The authorities have 
been ordered to proceed against any pet 
sons who may nave been guilty of as- 
saults against the colored people of that 
locality, and law will he maintained.

KING EDWARD, 
illy Stated to Be Much Better 



London, June 17.— It is oflicially an 
pounced that King Edward is much bet 
tor this morning. lie passed a good 
night ami his progress towards complete 
recovery is uninterrupted. Precaution- 
ary measures ordered by his physicians 
are due to the necessity for husbanding 
His Majesty's strength in view of the 
fatigues o(' the coronation week. There- 
lore the King will remain at Windsor 
Castle today. He was keenly ilissip- 
pointed at being unable to attend the 
Ascot Heath race meeting today, which 
ho intended to open with all the state 
ceremonial of the early days of Queen 
Victoria. His Majesty hopes, however, 
lo be present "a Thursday, Gobi Cup 
Day. 

Queen Alexandra ami the Prince and 
Princess of Wales went to the races to- 
day. The royal procession left Windsor 
Castle for Ascot Heath shortly before 
1 p.m. Although King Edward was 
unable to attend the races, Qneen Alex- 
andra, the Prince ami 'Princess of 
Wales, the Duke of Cambridge, the 
Duke and Duchess of Connnught and 
the other guests at the castle and mem- 
bers of the court all participated. The 
procession was the lirst full state parade 
of tiial description since the death of 
the I'rinee Consort, and consisted of 
eight carriages, each drawn by four 
horses. The mounted equerries ami gaily 
liveried postillions and out-riders formed 
an imposing cavalcade. In spite of the 
inclemency of the weather. . immense 
crowds assembled about the course and 
the royal party was everywhere warm- 
ly welcomed. 

The royal enclosure was brilliant 
with ladies' dresses and the picturesque 
costumes of Indian princes. All the big 
houses in and about Windsor and Ascot 
contributed their quota to the fashion- 
able throng. 

The meeting promises excellent sport, 
as a large number of horses have ar- 
rived. The Cold Vase, of 200 sover- 
eigns, given by the King, for three-year- 
olds. was -won by George Fuller's lee 
.Maiden. 

The King drove out from Windsor 
Castle in a closed carriage this nrtor- 
noon.

d>oiidou, June 17.— The Official Gazett 
tonight publishes a long despatch from 
(Lord Roberts, being a continuation of 
the lield despatches written when he was 
in com m a ml in South Africa.

Appended thereto is a long list of 
those signalled for distinguished men- 
tion. Lord Roberts speaks highly of 
the Canadian contingent, especially an 
connection with the unsuccessful attack 
on Cookson's camp, March 111, in which 
he says the Canadian Mounted Rifles 
sustained the heaviest loss of the day. 
He particularly comments on the gal* 
lantry of Lieut. ..Brace Carruthers. 

In conclusion Lord Huberts says ho 
wishes to record the fact that in April, 
1900, Queen Victoria entrusted him with 
four wool scarfs, worked by herself, 
which she desired to be distributed to 
four distinguished private soldiers of the 
Colonial contingents of Canada, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and South Africa. 
The selection of the recipients in each 
case was left to the colonial officer com- 
manding the contingent. The Cana- 
dian scarf goes to private, now Lieut. 
Richard Rowland Thompson, of the 
Royal Canadian Regiment for personal 
gallantry in the tield. 

The Gazette has published despatches 
received from Lord Kitchener dated 
April, loon, which refer to the defeat 
and capture of General Methuen. 

In these messages Lord Kitchener ex- 
presses the opinion that General Meth- 
uen' s reverse was due to the behaviour 
of the bulk of the mounted troops of his 
command, who offered a feeble and in- 
efficient resistance, and then left the in»- 
fuutry and the guns to struggle against 
superior numbers. 

In another despatch dated March SI, 
lie refers to the action at Brakspruit. 
Lord Kitchener praises highly the gal- 
lant stand made in this engagement by 
.a handful of Canadians in an isolated 
position. In referring to this matter, 
Lord Kitchener remarks: 

"There have been few finer instances 
of heroism in the whole course of the 
campaign." 

Pretoria, June 17.— «Lord Kitchener 
has sent the following identical telegram 
to Generals Botha, Delarey and Dewet: 

'Wow .that the surrender of the burgh- 
ers is completed, I desire to place on 
record my high appreciation of the un- 
flagging energy and unfailing tact with 
which you have facilitated the work of 
my commissioners. I recognize how 
much is due to your exertiousi that the 
burghers have everywhere displayed such 
a loyal spirit in accepting the change 
of government, and I can inform you 
that the manner in which the Burghers 
surrendered has greatly pleased His -Ma- 
jesty, the King, and deeply impresod the 
British people, who are heartily anxious 
to welcome them as fellow citizens. I 
feel confident that a new era of com- 
plete reconciliation between all races 
has now dawned in South Africa."

Yesterday afternoon United Stales 
Consul Abraham Smith and several of 
the local nobles, of the Mystic Shrine 
met the Shriners of Chicago at the Ma- 
jestic and proceeded to show them so 
much of the city as their short visit per- 
mitted, The eighty had been down to 
the great gathering in San Francisco, 
and on their return took a side trip from 
Seattle to spend a few hours in this city 
of Victoria. Returning by the same 
steamer, the Majestic, they had but 
;i short visit here, but the most Was 
made of it, and they all saw the legis- 
lature of British Columbia in session 
and were delighted with the parlia- 
ment buildings. During the evening 
they returned across the Bay, and 
through the kindness of the Hon. 1). M. 
Eberts, the museum was thrown open 
for their inspection. All too soon, how- 
ever, the steamer's whistle sounded the 
recall, and they hurried away, having 
to catch this morning's train for Chi- 
cago, 

The Ancient Arabic Order of the No- 
bles of the Mystic Shrine was instituted 
at Mecca in the year A. D. 050, by the 
son-in-law of Mohammed, as an inqui- 
sition or vigilance committee, rendered 
necessary by the failure of the laws, as 
then administered, to execute punish- 
ment upon criminals. Tlrt purpose of 
the order was to arrest, judge and exe- 
cute the criminal, even within the hour, 
ami thus strike terror nnd consternation 
Into the hearts of evil-doers. 

For many years the original Shriners 
i'id excellent service as reformers. As 
the decades multiplied lawlessness was 
stamped out ami order was enthroned in 
Unquestioned sovereignty. It was nt this 
triumphal period, with its vocation prac- 
tically gone, that tho nobility of Mecca 
changed the character and purpose of 
the Mystic Shrine by giving to their 
self-protecting organization a social 
character and making it a fosterer of 
the arts and sciences of the age. 

It was equally devoted, however, to 
the cause of truth, mercy nnd religious 
toleration; but its grand and mystic pur- 
poses can he known only to tho initiated, 
It numbered among its members many 
of the most eminent of the educated 
classes, and has ever 'been held in the 
highest esteem among the secret orders 
existing in the Eastern countries. 
Founded by a Mohammedan, its rites, 
ceremonies and emblems are character- 
istic of the Oriental nation from which 
:it emanates, but il does not tench nor 
require a belief in the Mohammedan re- 
ligion—the Jew and the Christian be- 
ing admitted on an equality with the 
1 Moslem. 

The order nourishes in Arabia. Per- 
sia, Egypt and Turkey, and many en- 
couragers of ils principles are to be 
found among eminent men in all parts 
of Europe. 

The prerequisite for membership in 
this order in England Is the 18th, that 
on this continent being a Knight Tem- 
plar or .i 32nd degree A. A. S. Rito Ma- 
son, in good standing in either the 
Northern or Southern jurisdictions of 
the United Stales, or in one in amity 
with and recognized by them. 

The order was first instituted in New 
York in September, 1S72, in accordance 
with tho permission granted to Dr. 
Fleming, a Scottish Rite Mason of the 
32nd degree, and one of the most emin- 
ent archaeologists of the United States, 
who, on his return to the bind of his na- 
tivity, discussed the Mystic Shrine with 
representative Masons; and as ail im- 
mediate result steps -were taken for in- 
stituting in New York city the Temple 
of the Ancient Arable Order of the 
Mystic Shrine. Mecca Temple now has 
a membership of 3,758. 

There are now eight-one temples of the 
order in the principle cities of the 
United States. Even ■ Honolulu has a 
temple, euphoniously named Aloha — a 
temple founded about a year ago under 
the fostering care of Islam Temple of 
San Francisco. The membership in Am- 
erica approximates 75,000, 

The Imperial Council lately sitting in 
San Francisco, was the 2Sth of its kind 
ever held on this continent, the lirst be- 
ing in the year 1.S7G New York was 
then the scene of this gathering. hi 
1SSS the big meeting was held in Tor- 
onto, that being the only one so far held 
in the Dominion of Canada, while the 
present year has seen the lirst Grand 
Council of the Shriners on the Pacific 
Const. 

Speaking of Ibis order. R. P. Hurlbtlt 
of Islam Temple, Sun Francisco, which 
has now been instituted some 2 I odd 
years, say-;: "There is no order extant 
which goes in for royal times on a higher 
plane than does this Ancient Arabic Or- 
der of Nobles of the Mystic Shrine. The 
initiations are marvelous, a blend of 
the solemn and the entertaining, eclips- 
ing in iiupressiveness the ceremonials 
of any other order. The costumes of 
the otlicials aro magnificent, and their 
official or rather ritualistic utterances 
border on the sublime. The musical 
features are superb and the feasts are 
renowned for excellence. 
"In this country particularly the trend 

has b i toward the realization of the 

highest ideals of enjoynbility within the 
order. Throughout Masonry the solemn 
and the impressive obtain. Everything 
therein is onMhe line of cathedral ser- 
vice. The lessons are profound. The 
teachings are couched in philosophic 
phrases, and deal with tho issues of life 
and death. The Mystic Shrine is not a 
Masonic order, strictly speaking, but is 
Masonic in this, that, only Masons are 
eligible to membership. And in the 
Mystic Shrine there is a departure much 
appreciated by those attached to the 
solemnity of Masonry; for while there 
s no abandoniuenl of principle, the or- 
der not only teaches grand truths in 
spectacular ways, emphasizing princi- 
ples too frequently trampled under foot 
in the rush and struggle of daily life, 
but the lighter and brighter side of 
things is mnde to appear. 

"The Mystic Shrine in A rica has 

come lo stay, and the twenty-eighth an- 
nual session of its Imperial Council in 
San Francisco. June 1(1, has well shown 
its hold upon Americans."' 

From i In' History of the Ancient Ara- 
bic Order of Nobles of the Mystic 
Shrine, issued under the authority of 
the Imperial Council of the order iii the 
United States of America, the follow- 
ing paragraphs are quoted: 

The Noble-, of the Mystic Shrine are 
eminent lor l heir broad catholic tolera- 
tion. The noble who holds to n belief 
in a 'Supreme or Most High is never 
questioned as to any definition of that 
belief. The finite cannot define tho in- 
finite, although it inav be conscious of 
its existence. 

The character of the order as it np- 
pears to the uninitiated is that of a 
politico-religious society. It is really 
more than such a .society could be, and 
there arc hidden meanings in ils sim- 
plest symbols that take hold on the pro- 
foundest depths of the heart. "We may 
illustrate by an example. There are 
rays of light about the Sphynx and 
Pyramid. Each ray is numbered and 
has its appropriate signification.

Tosa Maru Sails on Her Way 
to the Orient With Full 
Cargo. 



Kaga Maru ancj Victoria Arrive 
From the Porta of the 
Far East. 



Yesterday wus a busy day at the Out- 
er .wharf. There were three Oriental 
liners there during the day, two remain- 
ing until this morning, besides the sail- 
ing ship which irs discharging cargo and 
coasters, which called during the day. 
The lirst of the Oriental fleet to call 
was the Tosa Maru of the Nippou-Xu- 
sen-Kaislia line, which was outward 
hound, with a full cargo of goods from 
all points in the Occident for points ill 
tin; Orient. She came in before noon 
and departed at 1 o'clock. She had 10 
lirst class passengers all told, and took 
■live steerage passengers from Victoria. 
In the Straits she was hailed by the 
incoming Kaga Maru, and took off of 
her teii dapane.se stowaways, who had 
hidden away on the Kaga while that 
vessel was at 1'okohama, and were dis- 
covered a lew days out from the Japan- 
ese port. They will now have to return 
to their native country to answer to the 
charges of leaving Japan without pass- 
ports, j .tflSi 

The second liner to reacn the dock was 
the Kaga Maru of the same line. She 
arrived shortly after 1 o'clock. Leaving 
Yokohama on the 3rd inst., she made a 
good run. The trip was an uneventful 
one, line weather being eneount' red all 
the way across. Very much better time 
■might have been made but the orders 
of the company are not xo rush the boats. 
As it is, she is a day ahead of her sche- 
dule time. She has a lull cargo of 
general merchandise, 1011 tons of which 
was discharged here. There were on 
board 'S>2 passengers, as follows: -1 
Europeans, 7C> Chinese, and 77 .laps for 
'Victoria; and 102 Japanese and ;!4 Euro- 
peans for the United States. Among 
those classed as Europeans were four 
Turks, two being for Victoria and two 
for Seattle. 

The steamer Victoria, Capt. Bnnton, 
of the Northern Pacific line, which left 
Yokohama two days later than the Kaga 
Maru, came in a few hours behind her, 
docking at about 8 o'clock. The Victoria 
too had a pleasant trip across. She left 
Yokohama dune .">, at 4:30 p. in., and bad 
moderate to fresh breezes and cloudy 
weather, with occasional fog the lirst 
part of the passage, l'assed the ISO 
med., June 11, in latitude -IS. 50 N. Dur- 
ing the latter part of the voyage there 
were light winds and calm; sea and sky 
overcast and weather line. The saloon 
passengers were: YV. 11. Stiuehfield, C. 
M. L. Sites, II. A. East, Mrs. II. II. 
Heading, Miss It. Heading and the Euro- 
pean steerage, 10. H. Yager, M. Speier,

.150, of whom 83 landed here; Japanese 
steerage, 'M, of whom live landed here;

COAST-KOOTENAY. 

The action of the House in reconv 
mining tho Coast-Kootenay railway bill 
for the purpose o£ considering tl; 
amendment proposed by Mr. Oliver, is 
of special interest. When a Coast- 
Kootenay rnilwny is spoken of, the pub- 
lic understand that a railway from Mid- 
way to the Coast is what is meant, and 
legislation, which -will not secure this, 
Will not meet with popular approval. 
The Bill introduced by the government, 
while ostensibly providing for such n 
line, is so framed that a company may 
build from Midway westward, and stop 
on the other side of the mountains. It so 
happens that for one hundred and fifty 
miles or more west of Midway the route 
of the much-desired line to the Coast, 
and that of the road to Spence's Bridge, 
favored by the C. P. R., are substan- 
tially identical. The Bill as intro- 
duced provides that the subsidy may be 
paid to this part of the line without the 
Mountain section being constructed. It 
is true that before a company can be- 
gin construction, it will have to put up 
$100,0(10 security for the completion of 
the whole line, but this security, if in 
cash, will bear interest at 3 per cent., 
so that if the C. P. It., or any other 
company, should desire to build a line 
from Midway westward and on the 
way to Spence's Bridge, it would only 
have to put up with the government the 
amount of the subsidy for less than lio 
miles of line, and then draw down the 
remainder. The amount put up with 
the government might be left in tbe pro- 
vincial treasury for an indefinite period, 
for the security is only that the liue 
shall be completed within four years 
after a satisfactory Dominion subsidy 
is obtained, and this may mean any- 
thing whatever. Therefore if a com- 
pany desires to defeat the construction 
of a through line to the Coast, inde- 
pendent of the C. P. R., it can do so un- 
der the Bill as drawn, simply by put- 
ting up $100,000 at 3 per cent, with the 
government, which might be a very 
smnll prico to pay for it monopoly of 
transportation in Southern British Col- 
umbia. 

Mr. Oliver's amendment provides that 
no subsidy shall be paid for any part 
of the line until an equal part o£ the 
Mountain section has been built, and 
if this becomes law, then long before 
tho railway has been built from Mid- 
way' to Princeton, the Mountain sec- 
tion will be built. It also ensures the 
beginning of work on both sides of the 
Mountains simultaneously. It is a pro- 
vision greatly in the interests of Vic- 
toria, Vancouver, the Lower Fraser and 
the Kootenny country, for it ensures 
what everyone desires, namely, a 
through line from Midway to the Coast, 
and competition in service for the rich 
mining region of the Interior. Messrs. 
Helmcken, Ellison and Clifford, who 
hnve been consistent supporters of the 
government's railway policy, realizod the 
force of these considerations and re- 
fused to follow the government in op- 
position to Mr. Oliver's proposal. Thoy 
realized that the Bill, as introduced, is 
ladicnlly defective in the only feature 
which justified th°m in supporting it, 



THE SLOUGH CREEK MINE. 

The announcement just made that 
the Slough Creek Mining Co. had at 
last tapped' the bedrock gravel on their 
claim in Cariboo will again arouse in- 
terest in tho deep gravel mines of that 
district, and the results of the Slough 
Creek company's operations will be 
awaited with keen anticipation. The 
history of this company and its attempts 
to surmount .the difficulties attending 
the exploration of its deep ground owing 
!o the great quantities of water encoun- 
tered forms an interesting chapter in tho 
mining history of Caribou. Many at- 
tempts had been made In early days to 
drain the ground by means of a tunnel 
which had proved successful in other 
cases, but the great depth of the Slough 
'Creek ground prevented this, and the 
present is said t , > be the first instance 
in the history of mining in the district 
that bedrock gravels 303 foot below the 
surface have been successfully tapped. 

The plan carried out was the sinking 
of a shaft 36fi feet deep in solid rock 
and the running of. a tunnel from the 
foot of this shaft for 1,100 feet to tnp 
the deepest portion of the gold-bearing 
gravels of the old creek bed. By this 
means the constant danger from inrush 
of water which attended sinking and 
tunneling in the gravel itself was elimin- 
ated, and it now looks as if the perse- 
verance of the manager, Mr. John Hop]), 
was to receive its reward. 

According to the Ashcroft Journal, it 
was about two weeks ago that one of 
the drills used in the tunnel broke 
through into the gravel. The latest in- 
formation available is to the effect that 
while work was being cautiously push- 
ed ahead, a seven-foot drill broke 
through into the gravel. For the last 
two hundred feet of the tunnel the rock 
had been carefully tested by means of 
a drill some six or seven feet ahead of 
the face, so that water could be de- 
tected and the workmen would not bo 
taken by surprise. In .addition to tho 
first drill hole, five others have been 
run into tbe gravel, which is firm and 
well washed. No water of any amount 
was met with, and it is supposed that 
the tunnel has broken through the lower 
part of the river nnd that the centre of 
tho channel is some feet lower. 

It will take some time to properly ex- 
plore the immense channel included in 
the Slough Creek property, but there 
seems now to be little doubt that the 
ground will be thoroughly examined 
nnd the value of the mine, which it may 
be said has already absorbed $.'100,000, 
will be determined. Whatever the re- 
sult, it will be awaited with keen inter- 
est by all interested in Cariboo and its 
history.

more interested in matters of trade than 
of war, anil that by his expressions in 
parliament, the people knew where he 

"t I. To this the Witness remarks: 

We consider his stand, so far as we 
may deduce it from his expressions in 
parliament, most humiliating to Can- 
ada and a perversion of the fiicts of the 
case. The question is one that all our 
foreign critics understand, if Sir Wil- 
frid does not; a question as to whether 
we shall continue to consent to he charit- 
ably looked after at the expense of fel- 
low citizens no richer than ourselves, 
or whether we shall honorably refuse 
to be any longer under eleemosynary ob- 
ligations in respect at least to our own 
protection. We realize that Sir Wil- 
frids position at the coronation confer- 
ence will bo anything but u dignified one 
and we do not see what he coil pos- 
sibly hope to accomplish, unless it he 
to persuade English statesmen to give us 
something more for nothing. 

Not only do our foreign critics under- 
stand the question, as the Witness truly 
remarks, but our own kin in the land 
across the sea consider Canada's attitude 
towards the navy is not compatible with 
her position as the chief colony of the 
Empire. The London Daily Graphic of 
May 24, says: 

In contrast with tho spirited action of 
the little Colony of Natal, it is somewhat 
unpleasant to turn to the picture present- 
ed by our older and larger colonies. Can- 
ada, with an overflowing revenue, con- 
tributes absolutely nothing to the cost of 
tie Royal navy. She even insists that 
the taxpayers of tho United Kingdom 
shall provide for the land defences of 
Halifax and Esquimau, on the pretext! 
that these are "Imperial" naval stations. 
It may well be asked what the word 
Imperial means if it is not something 
Jii winch the whole Empire is interested. 

This is not pleasant reading for Cana- 
dians, but it is the truth. The Dominion 
is big enough and rich enough to pay 
her way, and the vast majority of her 
people believe that the government 
should take a stand that will preserve 
the self-respect of the country before the 
eyes of the Empire and of the world. 

The little band of pioneers who have 
etood by Victoria from the days when 
she was but a smnll trading post, is 
rapidly thinning out.

DEED FROM HIS INJURIES. 

Jock iPnpe Never Regained Conscious- 
ness After Being Kicked Last 
Snturday. 

John Pape, (lie hack driver, died yes- 
terday morning. Taken to the Jubilee 
hospital immediately after his terrible 
accident on Saturday last he was given 
every possible attention, hut never enme 
too. and after over two days of un- 
consciousness the vital spark sped quiet- 
ly away. For the greater ipnrt of his 
life a driver and always accustomed to 
and amongst horses, he proved a victim' 
to a slight act of carelessness, being 
kicked in the face with terrible effect, 
as was narrated in Sunday morning's 
Colonist. 

"Jock" was a well known character 
about Victoria. Coming here direct 
from his native village, Beefnrd, just 
outside of Hull, in Yorkshire, Eng., (he 
lived for some years nt Ponndswortli and 
Driffield) he got a job driving the old 
lEsgilimalt stage, and since then has 
worked at Bowman's, the Transfer, 
Bray's, and various other stables in suc- 
cession. Ho was a member of several 
lodges, amongst them being the Knights 
of iPythias and the Sons of England, 
the ' Alexandra lodge, and had a great 
many friends in anil about the city. 

The funeral will be held tomorrow, 
Thursday, at 10 o'clock in the morning 
from the undertaking rooms of W. .T. 
Hanna, Douglas street, and ■will be at- 
tended by the members of Alexandra 
lodge in a body. The deceased was 48 
years of age, and leaves a sister, Mrs - 
Kate Wilson, in Beeford, England.

The argument on the appeal iu the ciisq 
of the New Westminster election petition 
was continued before the Full court yes- 
terday morning, L. P. Duff, K. C, arid 
A. E>. McPhillips, K. C, being both 
heard in behalf of Mr. Gifford, and at its 
conclusion the judgment of Mr. Justice 
Martin was sustained. This decision, 
which was given in December last, was 
to the effect that election return having 
been made before 9:30 a. m. on Satur- 
day, September 21, the petition filed at 
noon on the 12tli day of October, was 
just three hours later than the even 21 
days required by the Election Act, and 
was consequently to be dismissed. From 
the appeal taken is now dismissed. Mr. 
Justice Irving dissented from the de- 
cision of the Chief Justice and Mr. Jus- 
tice Drake. 

During the afternoon Saunders vs. 
Runsell was taken up, and will be con- 
tinued this morning. The appeal is one 
from a decision of Mr. Justice Irving, 
who dismissed a foreclosure of mortgage 
action upon the grounds that the mort- 
gage which was given by .1.

Leaves For East Over Great Northern

where his private car awaits him. From 
the Sound city he will proceed Best over 
the Great Northern railway and So* 
line, the latter being the C. P. ItTs 
American connection. Yesterday morn- 
ing Mr. Shaugh'.iessy was waited upon 
by a deputation from the Board of 
Trade consisting of Messrs. J. A. Mara, 
D, It. Ker, C. F. Todd, Aid. McCand- 
less and the secretary. The object of the 
deputation was to impress upon the 
president of the C. P. It. the advantage 
that will result, to the company and the 
citv bv the erection of a first class hotel 
here,. ' As he told the Colonist. Mr. 
Shiiiighnessy replied that the matter had 



Hon. B. W. I'earse, a member of the 
executive council of the colony of Brit- 
ish Columbia, which voted the colony 
into the confederation of the provinces 
of the Dominion of Canada, and was as 
sistant surveyor general under the .Ate 
Hon J. D. Pemborion, vassed away at 
the Jubilee hospital yc-tcrday mornim,', 
after a serious illness caused by cau- 
cer Mr. I'earse until short time agi 
enjoyed very good health lor a man of 
his years, but was suddenly stricken, 
and "an operation showed,. that ho was 
suffering from the dread disease, can- 
cer. The discovery yvas made too late 
to save his life, the cancer having al- 
ready done its deadly work, but every- 
thing that medical science and surgery 
could do was done in an effort to save 
him. 

Tho deceased took a prominent part 
in tho early affairs of the colony and 
province, and likewise was a participant 
ni the work of making the city what it 
is today. He came to British Colum- 
bia iu the early fifties, -when a young 
man of not more than 20 years of age, 
mid being a civil engineer and surveyor, 
found lots to do under the crown col- 
ony and Hudson's Bay company. His 
work was largely confined to the Island 
of \'ancouvor before the union of th 
colonies of Vancouver Island and Brit- 
ish Columbia, but later he also did work 
on the Mainland, taking over for the 
colony the Cariboo wagon road, which 
was built by (i. B. Wright. He hud 
out most of the wagon roads on the 
Island as well as the original townsite 
of Victoria, and was also engaged in 
exploration work on the Island, being 
the lirsi to examine the country to the 
north <>f Cowichan. As has been stated, 
he was assistant surveyor-general un- 
der th.- late J. D. Pemberton, and 
upon tin? union of the colonies became 
an executive officer of the legislative 
council, and continuing as such until 
confederation voted for the colony to 
become a province. As an official he 
was considered most honorable and in- 
dustrious, and this reputation he carried 
tii the end. lie was twice elected a 
member of the City council, and for two 
years, with Hon. I). W. Higgins and Y\ . 
J. Macnulay, was a sewerage commis- 
sioner, carrying out the present sewer- 
age system of the city. 

Mr. Pearso was twice married, his 
first wife dying in the sixties. His sec- 
ond wife survives him. His only 
daughter died about a year ago, and 
his only other relatives in the province 
are two nephews. In 1862 Mr. Pearso 
built Fernwood, the handsome resi- 
dence on Cadboro Bay road, in which 
he has resided since, lie owned a large 
amount of property in the vicinity, 
which some years ago was subdivided, 
.mil is now known as Fernwood, the 
western boundary being Fernwood road. 
He was a member of the Reformed 
Episcopal church, and a warm personal 
friend of lit. Rev. Bishop Cridge, who 
organized the Victoria branch of the 
church. 

The deceased was a native of Devon- 
shire, England, and was in his seventy- 
first year. 

The funeral will take place on Thurs- 
day, at 2:'.M) p.m., from the residence, 
Fernwood, and at .'! o'clock at the Re- 
formed Episcopal church.

Australia. 



The President Thinks Victoria 
Bankers Do Not Do as 
Others. 



The council of the Board of Trade 
had its regular business meeting yester- 
day morning at which was received the 
verbal report of the combined committee 
representing the Board, the City Council 
and the Tourists association appointed 
to interview Sir Thomas Shaughnessy 
on the question of a C P. It. hotel at 
this place. Other business of a more or 
less routine nature was also dealt with. 

The Minister of Customs acknowledg- 
ed the receipt of the Board's .resolution 
condemning the present interference with 
the calling ;it this port of United States 
steamers en route North. Piled. 

The Commission of Trade and Com- 
merce stated that the Dominion govern- 
ment intended taking part otlicially in 
tbo forthcoming exhibition at Osaka 
next year. In this connection the writer 
stated that all communications referring 
■to this forthcoming exhibition should be 
addressed to Win. lluteheson, of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, Ottawa, who 
had been appointed commissioner for the 
purpose. 

A second communication from the 
same writer acknowledged the receipt 
of the Nelson resolution re lead industry, 
which it was stated had been received 
too late to be dealt with at the, session 
just ended. 

The Fernie Hoard of Trade wrote ac- 
knowledging the local board's telegram 
of condolence and sympathy and Offer 
of assistance. 

Crease & Crease wrote stating that 
the change of name of the 'Victoria 
iBoard of Trade had been 'agreed to by 
the department, and notice of same 
would appear in due course. 

In connection with the delay in mails 
for the North, the president reported 
that at present a separate bag -was now 
made up at tho Victoria post office for 
Northern ports, as well as Dawson. 

The Minister of Mines wrote with ref- 
erence to the tux of '2 per cent, on min- 
erals, stating that it would be impos- 
sible to deal with the matter at this ses- 
sion, aad it would have to be laid over 
until the House prorogued. 

The following letter from .T. iS. Larke, 
the Canadian commercial agent in Aus- 
tralia, was rea<l: 

New South Wales and Queensland are 
6u(Terlng from unprecedented drought. For 
seven years there has been a partial 
drought which has affected the Interior, 
tout' this year It has spread to the eastern 
•coastal districts. It is still spreading, and 
has reached T'ortlons of Victoria aud South 
Australia. It Is said that forty millions 
•of sheep are slowly starving, nud the best 
flocks are being preserved only by expen- 
sive hand feeding. The surplus of bread- 
stuffs were early shipped out of the Com- 
monwealth in 'the anticipation that the har- 
vest would yield many millions more bush- 
els than It did. As a consequence prices of 
some articles advanced to figures that make 
Importation possible even under the tariff, 
and if the drought continues will create a 
demand for almost all lines of foodstuff 
that will hear transportation. The prices 
to the trade and duties of lending articles 
this day in the Sydnev market are:

which are thoroughly organized and secure 
'host rates direct from the producer to their 
agents In Australia. It Is In the hope of 
.securing some of this trade for Canadian 
exporters I ask tho attention of your board 
to this circular letter. 

The president directed attention to 
the fact that one of tho Sound steamers, 
which was scheduled to leave at a. 
•in., seldom got away before noon, much 
to the auuoyance of passengers. Mr. 
Todd also pointed out that although all 
the managers of tho banks in this city 
are members of the Board, the council 
never seemed to have the benefit of their 
presence at meetings. One of these gen- 
tlemen had complained to him as to the 
stute of business, and to his mind the 
bankers were iji some measure to blame. 
They did not seem to work with the 
merchants. In Vancouver it wa« dif- 
ferent, where a bank manager had been 
president of tho 'Board, another was a 
leading light in every good movement of 
the merchants. While in that city some 
time ago. he had encountered a com- 
mittee canvassing for funds in connec- 
tion with the assay ollice there, nnd this 
committee was composed of a bank 
manager and a leading merchant. 

Mr. J. A. Mnra. one of the committee 
who had interviewed Sir Thomas 
Shuuglinessy. reported that after noma 
conversation they bad succeeded in secur- 
ing a promise from Sir Thomas that he 
would look into the proposition to have 
the C. P. I!, erect a tourist hotel at this 
point. The speaker said that Sir Thomas, 
although the idea was entirely new to 
him, had shown much interest in what 
the committee hud to say.

Programme Arranged for Celebration of 
Coronation Day. 

Somenos, .Tune 1(1.— The municipal 
council met on Sat unlay, the 1-ltli inst., 
a week earlier than their regular date. 
m> as to expedite the passing of the 
Duncan Waterworks Company's By- 
law, as there is much anxiety to have 
the water laid on before the very dry 
weather. The Iter. J. A, Leakey invit- 
ed the council to attend the coronation 
service at St. Peter's on the 'Jtith inst. 
V petition against the continuance of 
Duncan was presented. A 
number of tenders were opened and con- 
tracts let for work on roads and streets. 
The finance committee passed about 
•Solid worth of accounts. Messrs. F. 
Price and A. Peterson, members of the 
celebration finance committee, asked the 
council for encouragement. They got it 
in the shape of a .>25 donation. A by- 
law establishing an extension of Wicks 
road and a new road in New Chemain- 
lls was reconsidered and finally passed. 
An amendment to schedule A, Revenue 
By-law, raising the peddler's six months' 
license from $10 to" !j!2."i, was read a 
>hird time. The road inspector was 
directed to clear the trees from the 
trail to the recreation grounds before 
the 2Btll instant. The 2Sth instant was 
fixed for taking the vote on the Water- 
works By-law, ,T. Norcross to 1 



Consideration of Mr. Mclnues' bill to 
amend the Municipal Clauses Act was 
resumed in committee of the whole, Mr. 
Hall in the chair. 

The committee sat all morning and 
made good progress with the hill, 
which contains 04 sections and numer- 
ous sub-sections, tilling til printed pages. 
By-laws number I171 i!72 and 378 of 
the city of Victoria are ratified by the 
bill. 

Tho following section, proposed by Mr. 
Garden, was adopted: 

"00. It shall be the duty of every 
city and township or district munie 
pality, whether created under any gel 
oral act for the time being in force, or 
any special act, to make suitable pro- 
vision for its poor and destitute." 

Mr. Fulton proposed two new soo- 
iions respecting the collection of 'taxes, 
which were adopted. 

The committee reported the bill com- 
plete with amendments, nnd the Hons* 
adjourned until 2:30 p.m. 

AFTERNOO N S ITT IX G . 
Mr. Martin's bill to amend the Invest- 
ment and Loan Societies Act was tak- 
en up in committee of tho whole, Mr. 
Stables in tho chair, and reported com- 
plete without amendments. The bill 
was then read a third time and passed. 
MEDICAL ACT. 
Mr. Hfnwthoruthwaite resumed the de- 
bate on the second reading of Mr. lill- 
mour's bill to amend the Medical Act. 
Ho saw no necessity whatever for the 
bill, which was merely a desire on the 
part of certain members of tho medi- 
cal profession to have the legislature 
settle their private differences. The 
matter in dispute could be easily settled 
by a by-law of the Medical association, 
yet a minority of the doctors asked tho 
llouso to interfere and force their viows 
upon the majority. 

Mr. McPhillips also opposed the bill, 
on the ground that it was not asked fpf 
by a majority of the Medical associ- 
ation, and that the public were not af- 
fected nor even interested in the fact 
of a member of the council holding of- 
fice as an employee. 

Mr. Curtis believed the registrar 
should be appointed by the government, 
but as the hill was brought down so 
late in the session, there was no time 
to give it proper consideration, and he 
would suggest that the mover with- 
draw it. 

Mr. Martin favored the bill. He un- 
derstood that all the doctors and the 
Medical council were iu favor of the 
bill. It was absurd that a candidate at 
an election should also act as return- 
ing officer at the election. It would 
place the officer in a very false posi- 
tion. The doctors of Victoria favored 
the change, but deprecated any bill be- 
ing brought, before the House at this 
session, as they feared that other 
amendments might be proposed by 
some of those members who were ad- 
dieted to the amendment habit. Tho 
majority of the Vancouver doctors were 
also in favor of the amendment. 

Hon. Col. Prior produced a letter from 
the Medical society of Victoria endors- 
ing it resolution of the Medical council, 
expressing strong opposition to any 
legislation being introduced by or on be- 
half of the members of the council. 

Mr. McBride said the duty of the 
House was to judge of proposed pleas- 
ures on their merits and not on tbo sug- 
gestion of individuals. He deprecated 
the passing of legislation on specific 
points which affected an individual or 
a small group of this or that trade or 
profession. lie hold that the council 
of tho Medical association had power to 
•leal with the subject and therefore the 
bill was unnecessary. 

The second reading was defeated on 
a vote of ir> to 7. 

MINE SIGNALS CODE. 
Mr. McBride resumed the debate on 
Mr. Curtis' bill to amend the Inspection 
of .Metalliferous Mines Act, by repent- 
ing tlie sections providing' for a code of 
mine signals. lie said the code had 
been adopted last year after the most 
careful consideration and at the request 
of a great majority of tho minors. He 
was surprised that Mr. Curtis, who 
was one of the most ardent advocates of 
the adoption of the code a year ago, was 
now fathering a bill to wipe it out of ex- 
istence. If Mr. Curtis could produce a 
better code of signals, he would cheer- 
fully support it. Mr. Curtis might be 
prepared with a code, thrown together 
iu a moment of impulse, but ho would 
ivant -some more forceablo argument 
than any Mr. Curtis could advance to 
convince him that any code prepared by 
that gentleman could be an improve- 
ment on that in force. He suggested 
the withdrawal of the bill. 

Hon. Col, Prior was astonished at 
Mr. Curtis' proposal to repeal the mine 
signal code. When he introduced his 
bill ho had declared that the codo was 
unworkable, but he (Col. Prior) had 
yet to hear the first complaint against 
if. Tho code lufll been prepared with 
the greatest care by his predecessor in 
(dike, Mr. McBride, and Mr. Curtis 
himself hod assisted and recommended 
the adoption of the Montana code. Col

of fact. As tho Mineral Act stood, par- 
ties to aa action in the Supreme court 
were debarred from haviug it tried by 
jury.

Mr. Kidd moved the second reading 
of a bill to amend the Arbitration Act, 
the object of which is to extend the pro- 
visions of the act to all cases iu which 
oiio. of tho parties is willing to refer to 
arbitration. If compulsory arbitration 
was good iu cases of expropriation of 
laud, why should it not be equally good 
in. all! oases? Ho considered his bill 
would greatly facilitate the prompt set- 
tlement of disputes, which in the or- 
dinary way involved much time and 
money. 

Mr. Martin said there was no possible 
reason for passing such a measure. The 
bill on its face showed its utter worth- 
lossncss and absurdity. It provided 
that; 

"la. Any party to a dispute, involv- 
ing a civil action at law or iu equity, 
who, before or after legal proceedings 
have been begun, gives notice in writ- 
ing or verbally before a witness, to the 
opposite party or parties to the dispute, 
of his desire to have the same referred 
to arbitration, shall be entitled to have 
the matter in dispute so referred. 

"(a.) In case a submission, within 
seven clear days from tbo time of such 
notice was given, is not made and 
agreed to by the parties to the dispute, 
then each, party shall, within a further 
seven clear (lays, make a statement un- 
der oath of the matter in dispute, and 
shall place such statement in the pos. 
session of the party whom he lifts ap- 
pointed as arbitrator, and such state- 
ments taken together shall be taken as 
a submission of the mutter under dis- 
pute. 

"(b.) In (he event of either party fail- 
ing to mulct? such statement, then the 
statement of tho one party shall be 
taken as the submission of the matter 
tc be arbitrated, and shall have the same 
force and effect as a suhmission signed 
by all parties to tho dispute, subject, 
however, to enlargement and amend- 
ment by tiie arbitrator or arbitrators." 

Such an act would produce chaos in 
tho courts and lead to endless litigation. 
It was a remarkable case of freak legis- 
lation. Under its provisions no one 
would be safe, any man might be dis- 
possessed of his property by some de- 
signing rogue witli the assistance of an 
ignorant or venal board of arbitrators. 

Hon. Mr. Kberts asked if Mr. Kidd 
wished to destroy tho foundations of 
law and hand over the trial of civil 
matters to Tom, Dick or Harry? The 
bill was the most radical bo had ever 
heard of, and could not be seriously 
considered. Ho would ask the mover to 
withdraw it. 

Mr. MdBride also opposed the second 
reading, as he felt convinced the bill 
fell very far short of the object for 
which it was designed — instead of sim- 
plifying litigation, it would greatly com- 
plicate and hinder the course of jus- 
tice. 

The second reading was defeated on a 
vote of IS to 7. 

LIVE STOCK. 
Mr. McBride moved the second read- 
ing of a bill for the Protection of Breed- 
ers of Live Stock. The bill, he ex- 
plained, provided for the registration of 
live stock, and the issuing of certificates 
of breeding to the owners. It also pro- 
vided for liens for the collection of fees, 
and a penalty for misrepresenting the 
breeding of any animal. 

Mr. Martin disapproved of the provi- 
sion regarding liens, but had no objec- 
tion to the other clauses of tho bill. 
■ The second reading was adopted, aud 
tho bill was referred to committee, Capt. 
Tatlow in the chair, and was reported 
complete .with amendments. 

SUPRKME COURT. 
Mr. Martin moved the second reading 
of a bill to amend the Supreme Court 
Act. 

Mr. Helmcken suggested thnt the bill 
be redrafted, as he held it was not iu 
proper form. 

Mr; McBride moved the adjournment 
of the debate to enable Mr. Martin to 
reconstruct his bill. 

"WINDING-UP ACT. 
Mr. Martin moved the second reading 
of u bill to amend the Windiug-Up Act. 
Tho bill provides: 

"(4.) Where a company has paid no 
dividend for a period of live years or 
more, and the application for wiudiug 
up is supported or approved by the 
holders of more than one-half of the is- 
sued capital strck of the company, and 
in the opinion of the court or a judge it 
is proper to make tho order, in this case 
the company shall have notice of the 
application and an opportunity to show 
cause against the same." 

The debate was adjourned on motion 
of Mr. Helmcken. 

I UO.N MANUFACTURE. 
The Hon. tho Lieutenant-Governor 
transmitted a bill for the Encourage- 
ment of the Extraction of Iron from 
Magnetic Sand, which was committed 
to committee, Mr. Hunter in the chair, 
reported and roud a first time. 

Hon. Mr. Kberts moved an adjourn- 
ment until li o'clock this af'urnoon. 

Messrs. Oliver. McBride and Munro 
objected, ami the motion was carried 
oa a vote of 13 to 12. 
The House then adjourned. 

THJK 1 RON PLACER ACT. 
The bill introduced by the Honorable 
the' Minister of Mines provides that the 
■Gold Commissioner, with the sanction 
of the I.ieutennat-Governor-iu-Council, 
may grant a lease of any unoccupied and 
unreserved Crown land for tho extrac- 
tion of iron from magnetic sand for any 
term not exceeding twenty years, on 
such terms and conditions as he shall 
think fit; and any free minor desiring to 
obtain a lease of any such ground shall 
mark out. such ground by placing a legal 
post at each corner, and shall post a 
notice on the post nearest to the iron 
placer leaseholds then being worked in 
tin? immediate locality, and also on the 
ollice of the Milling Recorder, which no- 
tice shall set out: 
(1.1 The name of each applicant, 
(2.1 The locality of the ground to be 
acquired. 
(•'I.I The quantity of ground. 
(-1.) The term for which such Ieuse is 
to be applied for. 

. The free miner, after staking (he 
ground and posting the notices as afore- 
said, shall, within thirty days, make ap- 
plicetion in writing, addressed to the 
Gold Commissioner, which application 
shall be in duplicate, with the plan of 
(he ground on (he back, and shall leave 
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ten dollars deposited is to be returned 
to the applicant; but in case the appli- 
cant fails to perforin his part in accord- 
ance with his application, then the ten 
dollars deposited shall be forfeited to 
the government, and his application shall 
ho void. 

0. Applications shall not bo for ah 
area greater than eighty acres, and no 
free miner shall have granted to him 
more than one lease in the same locality: 
Provided always, that nothing in this; 
act shall be deemed to affect tho right of 
any holder of a lease of iron placer 
ground to a renewal thereof, if such hold- 
ei has substantially made and performed 
upon the ground the labor, work and ex- 
penditure required by such lease us a 
condition of renewal thereof. 

7. A lease shall not be granted for 
any mining ground any portion of which 
is actually occupied by free miners, un- 
less with the consent of «uc-h occupier*; 
dud no lease shall be granted for any 
mining ground which is, in the opinion 
of the Cold Commissioner, available for 
agricultural purposes. 

The other provisions of the bill are 
similar to those of the Placer Mining 
Act. 

The bill is necessary from the fact 
that the black sand deposits could not 
bo located by free miners under any 
existing law. 

NOTICE OE MOTION. 

Mr. Oliver will move the following 
amendment on the third reading of the 
Coast-Kootenny Railway Bill: 

"Provided, however, that no portion 
of said grant for the construction of the 
sections of said railway, other than the 
mountain sections, shall be paid unless 
and until tho company shall have con 
structed an equal extent of the nionn 
tain sections of said railway (unless the 
whole of the mountain sections shall 
have been sooner constructed), extending 
from a point on the west side of the 
mountains at or near or south of Hope 
to a point at or near Allison, nnd a cer 
tificate therefor shall have been given 
by tho engineer of the government: Pro- 
vided further, that the line of railway 
shall throughout its whole length be con- 
structed in the province of British Co 
lumbia."
